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1. In early September approximately 200 North Korean veteran pilots had 
recently returned to S “rea from Manchuria after completing training. These 
pilots are flying with Soviet group leaders. North Koreans are flying from 
Antung, Tunghua, and Lungchiv:, on the Korean border. There were approxi- 
mately 30 MIG's at Antung, 20 MIG's at Kirin, and 16 MIG's at Tunghua; all 
had North Korean insignia. The Soviets maintain radar stations in North 
Kores, one o1 the east coast and one on the west coast. These stations 
serve as homing beacons for jets. 


2. In Late August at Hankow Airfield there were: one radar station, 10 under- 
ground ammunition dumps, 25 underground gasolire dumps, 2 underground 
hangars, ey hangars, aid 3 runways. There were also a number of 
anti~aircraft positions on the northeast section of the field. 


3. On 3 September a number of Soviet MIG-15's flew under the direction of flight 
leader Hao-lao~-tao-fu at Antung.
